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apprehend (without any Impeachment of 
Nature with reſpect to her Deſigns, and 
more common Produce) no other can be 
implied, than what is agrecable with the Con-

IN my Viſits fo the Family of a late Ac- 
quaintance, my Thoughts were defired about 
the Rickets'; and the Benefit of an Iſue, 
for a Child of a Year and ten Months old. 
He had almoſt a conſtant Eruption in the 
Skin, ſmall, and thick, yet very ſubje& to 
a Looſeneſs; his Diet was moſtly of ground 
Rice boiled in Water, without Mace, to 
three Pints of which a quarrer of a Pint of 
3 Milk 
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diſagreeing with him: He was of a pale 


Countenance, but had a Vivacity in his 


Eyes: Among the weakly Symptoms that 
attended him, he was back ward in his Teeth, 
of which he had no more than eight, viz. 
two" middle upper, and two middle lower 
Inciſors, and the four firſt Molares; the 
Inciſors had been out about three quarters 
of a Year, the Molares half a Vear; in cut- 
ting which, they ſaid his Mouth was much 
bliſtered. I found the r¼πẽ¾ upper Inciſors 

under a manifeſt Decay; in a manner 1 had 


never obſerved before, the Enamel of both 5 


theſe Teeth was viſibly caſting off like a 


Sheath or Shell, a little Portion of which

the Inciſion has not actually reached the 


Tooth in this its backward State, by the 
Inſtruments not meeting with Reſiſtance, I.

ing of the Gums; the Benefit whereof is 
doubtleſs communicated by the Continuity 
of the Parts to the Abatement of Tenſion,

HERE then, with reſpect to this matter, 
let me ask, How it comes to pals, that ſome 
Teeth that have been opened, and cloſed 
again in the Cum, long before they have 


been forward enough to come out, have 
neither given any extraordinary Diſtur- 


bance afterwards, or required to be opened 
again? This is a Truth, our Experience has 
likewiſe ſo many times ſeen confirmed; that

In the 
mean time, let it be conſidered, that theſe 
Inciſions do evidently appear to have all de- 
ſirable Advantages in a natural way, of re- 
uniting, without contracting ſuch a Hard- 
neſs, as ſome conceive; from their manifeſt 
healing again without the Aſſiſtance of Art;

Ax now, laſtly, after What has been ſaid, 
our Anſwer to that Part of the Charge 
which reſpects the Method of Opening, may 
be given in few words.
